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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment will not be entered because the proposed claim language has been broadened, due to the 
addition of the term "modified" to the description of the nucleic acid compound of claim 1, among other additions. While the nucleic acid 
compound as recited in claim 1 had been searched, the proposed claim language drawn to any "modified" nucleic acid had not been 
searched, because such language is significantly broader and includes sequence modifications, as well as any other possible chemical 
modification. Entry of the instant amendment would thus require a new search and examination and would accordingly raise new 
considerations, and its entry is therefore denied.
